ASI Senate votes to support 
community garden project 


The garden would be 
built on the preserved 
Native-American land 
on campus.

The sacred grounds of the Gabrielino- 
Tongva tribe have remained untouched 
on campus for years, but now the tribe 
is looking to bring new life to the land. 

The Associated Students Inc. Sen- 
ate passed a resolution last Wednes- 
day showing its support of building a 
community garden on Puvungna, the 
Native-American land that has been 
preserved on campus. 

Located at the west end of Cal 
State Long Beach, near Bellflower 
Boulevard and Atherton Street, Pu- 


vungna remains an open space that 
has primarily been used for the tribe’s 
ceremonies and events. 

“Tt’s as sacred as Mecca is to Islam, 
as Jerusalem is to other religious en- 
tities,” said Vincent Holguin, Gabri- 
elino-Tongva Tribal Council member 
and senior engineering major. “For 
the Gabrielino-Tongva people, this is 
where life originated on Earth.” 

ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
said multiple groups have expressed 
interest in building a community gar- 
den at the site, including Students for 
Sustainable Health, who are looking 
to plant fruits and vegetables there in 
an effort to promote environmentally 
conscious eating habits. 

“My role in this is to bring togeth- 
er all of the groups trying to build a 
community garden, and instead of 
scattered effort where one group is 
saying, “Yeah, we want a community 
garden here,’ and another saying, ‘We 
need one over here too,” Bolin said, 
“I’m just trying to get all the groups 


together, get them all in one room and 
say, if we’re actually going to do this, 
let’s combine efforts and let’s do it.” 

This .week, District 3 councilman 
Gary DeLong sent a letter of support to 
ASI for the establishment of the garden. 
By the end of the week, the Gabrielino- 
Tongva Tribal Council is also set to pass 
its own resolution backing the project. 

“So we have the council member’s 
support, ASI — which represents the 
students’ support — and the tribe,” 
Bolin said. “They’re three big players 
so that’s huge.” 

According to the resolution, ASI 
is also encouraging administration, 
including Physical Planning and Fa- 
cilities Management, to support the ef- 
forts of building a community garden. 

Holguin said the tribe hasn’t decided 
what will be in the garden yet as it would 
like to hear what students and the com- 
munity want to see in the garden.

Professor

Outside the classroom, social work 
professor Eileen Mayers Pasztor at- 
tempts to make a difference in the lives 
of kinship care families. 

Now, Pasztor has received the Bar- 
bara Wasson “Making a Difference 
Award” for her work with Grandpar- 
ents as Parents (GAP), a Los Angeles- 
based nonprofit that serves families

needing kinship care services. 
According to Pasztor, “kinship care” 
refers to a relative — such as a grand- 
parent, aunt, uncle, godparent or sibling 
— raising younger family members. 
GAP created the “Making a Dif- 
ference” award this year in honor of 
Barbara Wasson, a founding member 
of the non-profit who advocated tire- 
lessly for kinship families, according

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Professors teach art, acting classes in Bangladesh 


The two CSULB 
professors spend 
the summer teach- 
ing classes to young 
women at AUW.

Cal State Long Beach professors 
Peter Zokosky and Karole Foreman- 
Zokosky traveled halfway around the 
world this summer to teach art and act- 
ing at the Asian University for Women 
in Bangladesh. 

“It was a tremendous experience,” 
Foreman-Zokosky said. “Life-chang- 
ing and definitely deeply satisfying.” 

Zokosky, who had never visited Ban- 
gladesh or an area as densely populated 
before this summer, said that the trip 
was at times difficult and uncomfort- 
able. 

“Life in Bangladesh is much more 
chaotic,” Zokosky said. “It was very 
exciting and eye opening. Parts are 
challenging, and parts are just really 
wonderful.” 

While in Bangladesh, Zokosky 
taught a course on foundation drawing, 
and Foreman-Zokosky taught an inter- 
active theatre class. 

“The students were incredibly enthu-

siastic,” Zokosky said. “They had never 
had a college-level art class [before 
this]. These young ladies were excited 
to get a chance to draw and see what 
they could do in that area and the same 
as acting.” 

The Asian University for Women 
(AUW) is a scholarship-based col- 
lege that aims to improve social and 
economic conditions as well as female 
education within a variety of cultures, 
Zokosky said. 


Foreman-Zokosky said she traveled 
to Bangladesh to help the students with 
their self-expression, confidence and 
ability to tell their story, and to encour- 
age them to let their guards down. 

“The idea they [the students] can get 
an education and travel and be able to 
make fundamental improvements in 
their society was a motivation that ran 
through some of the students,” Zokosky 
said. “It’s courageous what these wom- 
en are doing.”

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Zokosky also said that one of the 
most touching things he encountered 
during the trip were the friendships 
that formed between the multi-cultural 
students who otherwise may not have 
become friends. 

“Some of the cross-cultural friend- 
ships were beautiful to see emerge,” 
Zokosky said. 

Zokosky and Foreman-Zokosky said 
their classes saw some students who, 
even though they couldn’t enroll in the 
classes, would complete the homework 
assigned and arrive in class every day, 
despite not receiving any credit for the 
class. 

The professors said they are now 
trying to create an exchange program 
between AUW and CSULB so that 
students from AUW and students from 
CSULB can experience the different 
cultures. 

Zokosky and Foreman-Zokosky said 
their experience in Bangladesh inspired 
them to also make a documentary fea- 
turing interviews with both students 
at AUW and CSULB students, faculty 
and staff. 

The professors said campus mem- 
bers from both universities were 
asked similar questions to show the 
different lifestyles of the students at 
AUW and CSULB. 

“T think it makes it really relatable 
by seeing how it affects individu- 
als’ lives and hearing it out of these 
women’s mouths is really powerful,” 
Zokosky said about the upcoming 
documentary.

“We do envision fruits, veg- 
etables, things of value,” Holguin 
said. “There’s a whole spectrum of 
conversation surrounding this gar- 
den, and we’re going to be putting 
forth a few proposals, but we’ll 
take them out to a community con- 
vocation.” 

Bolin said a resolution to show 
support is all that ASI can provide at 
the moment. 

“Personally, I think it’s a great 
idea, but ASI can’t really help any 
more than just passing our support 
for it because ASI is kind of strapped 
for money right now,” Bolin said. 

Bolin said he plans to meet with 
the groups involved to discuss how 
the efforts for building the commu- 
nity garden can be consolidated. 
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to Madelyn Gordon, GAP execu- 
tive director. 

The award was created to 
recognize a person who has 
made a difference in the lives of 
many families across the country, 
according to Gordon. She said 
Pasztor was one of the first to be 
considered for the award. 

“She’s an incredible woman,” 
Gordon said. “She has a unique way 
of expressing and connecting with 
people.” 

With GAP, Pasztor created 
training programs to educate social 
workers and spread awareness about 
the challenges that kinship families 
face. Gordon said that Pasztor’s 
programs are impactful and simple, 
and that they make a difference. 

“When they called me regarding 
the Barbara Wasson award, I was 
deeply touched,” Pasztor said. “It’s a 
privilege to have people allow us into 
their lives, so we can walk with them 
in their journeys and support them.” 

Before coming to Cal State Long

Beach about 20 years ago, Pasztor 
worked as a staff director for the Na- 
tional Commission on Family Foster 
Care at the Child Welfare League of 
America (CWLA), a nonprofit advo- 
cacy group for at-risk children. 

While at CWLA, Pasztor said, 
she learned that the number of 
abused and neglected children liv- 
ing with relatives instead of foster 
parents was increasing. 

“It’s not about the individual 
professor being recognized,” 
Pasztor said. “It’s about shining 
a light on an issue and for people 
who don’t get to come out in the 
sunshine too often.” 

Gordon said that currently at least 
half of the 17,000 children in the 
custody of Los Angeles Department 
of Children and Family Services are 
being raised by their kin. 

One of the training programs 
Pasztor created with GAP is a train- 
ing curriculum for social workers. 

“Our current curriculum trains 
social workers and their super- 
visors how to collaborate with 
kinship caregivers and help them 
with children’s behaviors, school 
problems, legal and financial issues 
and so much more,” Pasztor said. 

The curriculum is now being pub- 
lished by the CWLA and is available 
through the California Social Work 
Education Center Resource Library 
on campus, according to Pasztor. 

Pasztor said that GAP allows her 
to fulfill her multiple responsibili- 
ties as a professor. 

“Professors have three parts to 
our work: teaching, researching or 
publishing, and service to our school 
and community,” Pasztor said. “GAP 
and kinship care are perfect for that, 
because it all fits together.” 

Pasztor said that she brings her 
experience and research with GAP 
into the classroom so that students 
can learn from it. 

“You realize that you’re doing 
this work for the children, families 
and for students — our next gen- 
eration of social workers,” Pasztor 
said. 
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CSULB to roll out new web-based advising programs 


The programs should 
be implemented 
starting next summer.

Cal State Long Beach is implement- 
ing four new web-based programs to 
change several services provided by 
MyCSULB and assist students to better 
achieve their academic goals. 

The programs’ implementation is 
being spearheaded by Lynn Mahoney, 
interim vice provost and dean of un- 
dergraduate studies and academic ad- 
vising, and Tom Enders, associate vice 
president of enrollment services. 

In a presentation to the Associated 
Students Inc. Senate in late September, 
Enders said that students face multiple 
challenges in creating a class schedule 


that. meets both their educational and 
personal demands. 

He said some issues that need to be 
addressed include how often students 
and advisers meet for appointments, how 
students track their degree progress and 
how to meet the needs of at-risk students 
struggling with their current majors. 

“What we’re hoping with doing four 
different initiatives is that we see that 
these products will work together with 
what we have now, so that they inter- 
connect,” Enders said. 

To address these issues, Enders intro- 
duced several new programs that CCSULB 
will soon implement, such as College 
Scheduler, a web-based class scheduler 
that allows students to form class sched- 
ules around their work schedules. 

The program, Enders said, will en- 
able students to maximize their units 
for each semester and decrease the time 
it takes to graduate. 

“Think of not only the help to you 
[but also your] adviser of having a true 
multi-year plan that you can keep re- 
running after grades are posted or you

drop a course, you can see what hap- 
pens,” Enders said at the meeting. 

College Scheduler would also provide 
reports showing which classes fill most 
quickly before reg- 
istration begins. 

The web-based 
scheduler is expect- 
ed to go online for 
CSULB in summer 
or fall 2014, accord- 
ing to Enders. 

Enders also said 
that CSULB will 
implement the University of Arizona’s 
Smart Planner program in the 2014-15 
school year to assist students with their 
multi-year plans. 

According to the Office of Univer- 
sity Communications at the University 
of Arizona, the Smart Planner program 
looks at a student’s academic record 
to suggest future course enrollment. 
It also helps students check credit re- 
quirements, so they can have a more in- 
formed discussion about their academic 
and career plans with their adviser.

Mahoney and Enders also said CSULB 
will implement the “Insight Early Alert” 
system by Simplicity. The system provides 
automated assessments of at-risk students, 
workshop schedul- 
ing and early alert 
tracking to help fa- 
cilitate adviser ap- 
pointments. 

The alert and 
advising compo- 
nents of the In- 
sight Early Alert 
system should be 
tested in certain groups of majors in 
fall 2014. These components, however, 
will open to all majors after testing is 
completed, according to Enders. 

To help identify at-risk students, 
Enders said CSULB will join the Educa- 
tion Advisory Board (EAB) Student Suc- 
cess Collaborative, which is designed to 
warn students during enrollment which 
classes they may or may not pass. 

The EAB program’s predictive analyt- 
ics look at various data from a student’s 
previous semesters, including courses at-

tempted, grades earned, GPA trends and 
the difficulty of the major. The program 
then creates a predictive output for the 
student, according to Enders. 

While many of the programs are de- 
signed to minimize students’ time with 
advisers, pre-law adviser Jason White- 
head in the political science department 
said that many of the web-based services 
are only tools and that a human element 
is still pivotal to ensure student success. 

“T do think those technological plat- 
forms can be very useful, but I always 
think you need some human guidance 
for the judgment calls that have to be 
made,” Whitehead said. 

Whitehead also said that students have 
raised concerns over MyCSULB’s and 
Beachboard’s past performance issues, 
which raises questions of whether the new 
CSULB programs will roll out smoothly. 

“Are they giving students enough infor- 
mation?” he said. “I think there’s enough 
there, but I think both Beachboard and 
MyCSULB can be a little clunky with the 
way the technology works, and sometimes 
students don’t find that user-friendly.” 
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CSU needs to further address bottleneck courses 


Students, beware: registration 
appointments are lurking. 

As students prepare to select classes 
for next semester, those who need to 
take bottleneck courses, classes that 
are needed for graduation but are often 
filled quickly, may find themselves 
strug- 
gling. 

Ac- 
cording 
to the 
Long Beach Press-Telegram, the 
Cal State University has 1,294 
bottleneck courses throughout its 
23-campus system. 

Reasons for the high number of 
bottleneck courses include a lack of 
veteran professors and high enroll- 
ment demands, according to the 
Press-Telegram. 

In addition, students retaking 
courses they had previously failed 
and insufficient lab space are rea- 
sons for the high bottleneck course 
numbers. 

Approximately 36 percent of all 
bottleneck courses are in the sci- 
ence, technology, engineering and 
math (STEM) fields, according to 
the Press-Telegram. 

How can students graduate 
on-time when courses necessary 
for graduation are being filled so 
quickly? 

Given that graduation rates are 
linked to a student’s ability to suc-

cessfully complete bottleneck courses, we are concerned with the 


limited number of courses available. 


To help students get these necessary classes, more sections of 
bottleneck courses should be made available, and in order to do 
that, more faculty — especially. tenure-track faculty — must be 


hired. 2 ah an 


Instead of allowing the problem to affect more students, the state 


should provide more funding to the CSU to hire additional faculty. 
If more faculty were hired, more sections of courses would 


be offered. 


To combat this problem of bottleneck courses, the CSU has started 
offering more online courses to meet the increasing demand. 

Although the online courses may help some students, we wonder 
if they alone can resolve the problem. 

After all, online courses lack the face-to-face interaction with 


professors and students, which, in our opinion, could mean lower- 
quality courses. 


Students are paying thousands of dollars to attend these classes. 


Shouldn’t we get the best quality courses available? 

Perhaps online courses can provide a temporary solution to ad- 
dress bottleneck courses. 

But to fully eliminate the issue, the CSU needs to offer more in- 
person sections of these courses. 


October is Mental Health Awareness month. 
Though one in four people currently live with a 
mental illness, as specified in the Diagnostic and 
Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders 5 (DSM- 
5), the diagnosis can be highly stigmatizing and 
even traumatizing. 

Major depression, panic disorder and mental 
health disorders arising from anxiety typically 
yield more understanding and compassion than 
other severe mental illnesses, such as schizophre- 
nia or bipolar disorder. 

All of these conditions are the result of a lapse 
in mental health. 

The exact cause of mental illness still eludes 
science and has been narrowed to the complex 
product of genetic and environmental factors. 

The fact is that mental illness can affect 
anyone. 

We are a group of social workers earning our mas- 
ter’s degrees with a specialization in mental health 
here at Cal State Long Beach. 

Our goal is two-fold.

We want to investigate the interplay between 
mental illness and substance use and implement a 
community intervention that highlights our research. 

After a review of academic literature and a 
series of interviews among people experiencing 
mental illness, community members and mental 
health service providers, we found that more than 
half of all people with a mental illness will develop 
a substance dependence in their lifetime. 

We observed that community members 
often overlook the pre-existing mental illness 
and fail to see drug use as a possible coping 
mechanism, but rather as the cause of mental 
deterioration. 

We uncovered the constraints that bind agen- 
cies when treating a person for whom substance 
use and mental health are a debilitating issue. 

New, recovery-based mental health agencies, 
designed to assist people who are experiencing 
psychological distress and an often accompanying 
substance dependence, need support and funding. 

Sadly, many people struggling with the dual 
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diagnosis of a severe mental illness and substance 
abuse are denied service when seeking treatment. 

The mental health agency wants the client to 
first be clean and sober, and the drug rehab facil- 
ity first wants the mental illness to be controlled, 
usually with powerful antipsychotic medication. 

Why? 

Auditors positioned higher in the mental health 
bureaucracy will confront agencies as to why 
their services are not producing a desired, docu- 
mentable outcome. 

The future of agencies is often tied to clients’ 
compliance with programs; as a result, intake is 
influenced by the perception of a client’s ability to 
complete the program successfully and not neces- 
sarily by the acute need of the dually diagnosed 
person. 

Currently, the largest public mental health 
facility is the Los Angeles County Jail, where 
mental distress is likely to escalate while incar- 
cerated. 

Also, ninety percent of suicides are associated 
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with a mental health condition. 

People with a severe, but treatable, mental ill- 
ness die an average of 25 years earlier than those 
without a mental illness. ; 

Fifty percent of youth with a mental health 
condition in special education will drop out of 
school. 

We hope for a sweeping change in the way we 
think about mental health and illness. We need 
a human shift in attitude, understanding and 
compassion. 

Funds allotted to mental health provisions 
would make an enormous difference in the entire 
community. New mental health agencies would 
not bring crime, drugs and prostitution but would 
ameliorate the status quo. As professionals, our 
attitudes and voices will shape the future world in 
which we live and, more importantly, the way we 
live with one another.

She was once a fashion icon and 
the world’s most photographed wom- 
an. Now, locals can get up close and 
personal with the legacy of Diana, 
Princess of Wales. 

The Diana: Legacy of a Prin- 
cess exhibition, showcased aboard 
Long Beach’s famous landmark, the 
Queen Mary, has been revamped in 
honor of Breast Cancer Awareness 
Month. 

The extensive collection, curated 
by the Pink Ribbons Crusade, has 
never been displayed in its entirety 
until this event. The newly unveiled 
gallery features over 1,000 histori- 
cal artifacts previously owned by 
Princess Diana and the royal family. 

“The presentation of mementos 


from a life lived on the global stage 
by the woman of her time, is both 
historically significant and befitting 
of the Queen Mary and its legacy as 
a maritime and cultural icon,” Steve 
Sheldon, Director of Special Events, 
said in the press release for the event. 

Before her untimely passing, 
Princess Diana was known as a sup- 
porter of various charitable endeav- 
ors, breast cancer being a cause she 
held in the highest regard during the 
last year of her life. 

Pink Ribbons Crusade, a Texas- 
based charity, believes in continu- 
ing Princess Diana’s charitable lead. 
It uses its traveling exhibit to raise 
funds for breast cancer prevention 
and awareness. The items included 
in the exhibit have taken more than 
30 years to assemble, according to 
the organization’s website. 

Gowns worn by Princess Diana 
are among the most coveted pieces 
on display. Nineteen garments, cre- 


ated by notable designers such as 
Catherine Walker and Gianni Ver- 
sace, are accompanied by descrip- 
tions and photographs from when 
they were worn. 

Visitors will be surprised to learn 
that Princess Diana often wore her 
gowns on more than one occasion, 
unlike the fashion trendsetters of 
today. She wore a jeweled Catherine 
Walker design to three different 
events in the early 1990s. The dress 
is now owned by Pink Ribbons Cru- 
sade co-founder, Suzanne King. 

Princess Diana’s hairdresser and 
close friend, Richard Dalton, made 
a special appearance on the ex- 
hibit’s opening night. Dalton spoke 
highly of his client during a ques- 
tion and answer session. According 
to Dalton, Princess Diana had an 
incredible sense of humor and en- 
joyed raunchy jokes. 

“There’s no one around these 
days like her,” Dalton said. “Just be- 


ing in her presence was amazing.” 

The exhibit also has an entire 
room dedicated to her two sons, 
Prince Harry and Prince William. 
There are several dresses recently 
worn by Kate Middleton, Duchess 
of Cambridge. The most identifi- 
able dress featured is the blue Issa 
dress, worn during her engage- 
ment announcement in 2010. 

Other featured keepsakes in- 
clude: tiaras, furniture pieces, 
newspaper clippings, pérsonal pho- 
tos and hand-written letters. Guests 
can step inside a prop red telephone 
booth to listen to old voice mes- 
sages recorded by Princess Diana. 

Diana: Legacy of a Princess 
opened on Saturday and will re- 
main open through January. A 
portion of the proceeds generated 
by the exhibit will go to Southern 
California charity Breast Cancer 
Angels.

Balance Due 
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Parity is apparent after two weeks of conference play

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Big West Conference women’s soc- 
cer has been in season for two weeks, 
and the standings aren’t what anyone 
would have expected. 

Three teams are tied for first place 
at 3-1. Neither of those teams are Cal 
State Fullerton or Long Beach State, 
which were picked to finish in first and 
second, respectively, in the Big West 
preseason poll. The 49ers and Titans 
are currently tied for fifth. 

There is still a long way to go in the 
Big West title race, but parity seems to 
be the theme early on. 

Only two of the conference’s nine 
teams either won or lost all of their 
games the first weekend. 

UC Riverside opened Big West play 
with two wins and is now tied for first 
with a 3-1 conference record. The 
Highlanders were selected to finish last 
in the Big West preseason poll, and 
LBSU head coach Mauricio Ingrassia 
said they were “capable of winning a 
couple games.” 

That’s basically coach speak for 
“they aren’t very good, but I can’t say 
that.” Of course, Ingrassia may dis- 
agree with me now that UC Riverside 
is ina tie for first place. The Highland- 
ers have certainly proven that they’re 
capable of winning a couple games. 

On the opposite end of the spectrum, 
2012 Big West tournament champion 
Cal State Northridge remains the only 
team to have lost all of its games. The 
Matadors lost a lot of players from 
last year’s team, but they were still

expected to finish in the middle of the 
pack in the conference. 

If things return to normalcy with 
CSUN winning more and UC River- 
side winning less, the conference will 
look even more equal as the season 
goes on. 

However, it’s interesting to note that 
while every Big West team seems to 
be on the same level overall, it’s quite 
different on a player-to-player basis. 
There are clear leaders in most of the 


conference statistics, most notably Cal 
Poly’s Elise Krieghoff. 

Krieghoff currently leads the na- 
tion with 16 goals on the season. The 
next-closest member in the Big West is 
Hawaii’s Tiana Fujimoto, who has eight. 

Kreighoff also has 12 points in con- 
ference play, more than twice as many 
as UC Irvine’s Zoya Farzaneh, who is 
second in the category with five. 

There may not be parity on an in- 
dividual level, but that’s only because 


teams have very different ways of 
winning. Cal Poly has a star forward 
in Krieghoff, so it centers its attack 
around her. 

Parity should always be the goal for 
conferences, as it leads to more excit- 
ing title races and gives hope to teams 
every year. 

It appears that this season, there 
will be a close competition for the four 
spots in the Big West tournament that 
determines the conference’s champion. 


Redskins owner Dan Snyder should change team name
